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An election is hereby made, without traverse, to prosecute the invention of Species 1 . It 
is respectfully submitted that each of claims 1-4, 7-12, 13-18, 23-33, and 37 reads on the 
invention of Species 1 . 

It is further submitted, as indicated in the outstanding Office Action, that independent 
claims 1,18, and 33 currently recite subject matter which is generic to each of Species 1 
through 4. Additionally, dependent claims 2, 3, 10, 1 1, 15, 25, 26, and 30 recite subject matter 
which is currently generic to each of Species 1 through 4. Numerous other claims also recite 
subject matter which is generic to two or more of the identified species of invention. 

Upon allowance of a claim which recites subject matter which is generic to Species 2, 
Species 3, or Species 4, other claims which read on that species will also be allowable. 

An early action on the merits of claims 1-4, 7-12, 13-18, 23-33, and 37 is respectfully 
solicted.
